Vienna, September 5. 
’ 1S faid the Arch-Duke Charles will be 
roclaim’d King of Spain on the 8th or 
1oth of this Month, and that his De- 
arture is fix'd to be on the 20th. And 
Orders are given to the Poftmafter to 
vide 42 Poft-Chaifes for his Highnefs and his 
‘Artendants. He will take his Way by Prague, Arne- 
berg,Leipfick, Halberftad,and Minden,to Duffelaorp, 
and from thence will proceed to Holland. The Ex- 
ence of this Journey, will, “tis faid, amount to a 
Million ; the chief Perfons who accompany his High- 
nefs, are to have 6000 Gulders a-piece advanc’d to 
them towards defraying their Charges, and the reft 
are to have certain Sums in proportion. ’Tis reported 
the Arch-Duke has Affurances from 50 Spanith Noble- 
men, that as foon as he enters Spain, they will ac- 
knowledge him for their King and es accordingly. 
The Envoy of England Mr. Stepney ‘will accompany 
the Arch-Duke to England, and from thence return 
hither. This Week fome Troops of the Militia, and 
2 Troops of the Regiment of Dragoons of Schlick, 
were fent by Water to Hungary ; the former of 
which will be put to garrifon. the fortified Places, and 
the Regular Troops now in them will march out, to 


be employ’d in the Field againft the Rebels, who are: 


divided into 3 feveral Bodies, and threaten to lay 
Siege to fome Place or other; Some of them went 
to Temefwaer to treat with the Turks for a certain 
Quantity of Arms and Ammunitions, but the Turks 
being inform’d they were Rebels, put moft of them 
to the Sword. The Regiment of Cuiraffiers of Mon- 
tecuculi has defeated a Body.of them; and the 
Raflians have cut off 600 of them, taken 18 Colours, 
and a confiderable Booty. Yefterday Prince Eugene 
of Savoy order’d a Lift to be taken of all the Officers 
that are here who have commands in the Troops 
that gre now in Hungary or Tranfilvania, and ‘tis 
believ’d they will be order’d to repair without delay 
to their refpective Pofts. "Tis advis’d from Tyrol, 
thatthe Duke of Vendome having made two At- 
tempts to pafs the Adige, was repuls’d with great 
Lofs ; fo that "tis hoped he will be oblig’d to return 
Back without accomplifhing his Defign. ® 


Ratibon, Sept. 10. Mr. Whitworth is on his de- 


parture from hence for Vienna, where he is to refide 
during the abfence of Mr. Stepney. 


From the Upper Rhine, Sept. 10. The Garrifon of 


Brifac beata Parley on the 8ch, and furrendred to 
the French, The Count de Marfigli who with the 
Count d’Arco commanded in the Place, was indif- 
pos'd during the Siege. Thus the intended Diverfion 
in Alfatia is prevented. The Bridge of Boats at Dru- 
fenheim is not finith’d yet. The Count of Naffau 
Wevlburg continues with the Troops he commands 
st Over Buhl, and the Connt de Frife is march’d 
back to Landau. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Sept. 18. 

_They write from the Danube of the gth, and from 
Novemberg of the roth, that the Prince of Baden is 
warching towards Munich the Capital City of Ba- 


varia. That Count Stirum is likewife in motion to 
attack Donawert, That the Army of the Enemy’s 
is ftill in their Retrenchments at Lauingen: And 
that the Elector of Bavaria is with that Army. 

Cologne, Sept.14. From the Danube they write,that 
Count Stirum is in motion to lay Siege to Donawert. 
‘Fis advis’d from the Upper Rhine, that the Garrifon 
of Brifac was to march out on the oth or roth, and 
to be conducted to Rynfelden. Some Letters fay,thac 
the Marthal de Tallard will march to endeavour to 
Succour the Marfhal de Villars and the Elector of ™ 
Bavaria ; and others fay he will befiege Friburg. } 

Letters from Friburg of the 14th inform us, thac 
on the 8th the French were put into Poffeifion of one 

of the Gates of Brifac, that on the roth the Garrifon 
was to march out with their Arms and Baggage, 4 
Pieces of Cannon and 2 Mortars: And that the 
French have already fent into Alface part of the 
Troops that were emply’d in that Siege. 

' From Cologne of the 14th they write, that the new 
Levies order'd to be made by the Chapter are carried 
on with Succefs. That ’tis talk’d, that after the 
taking of Limburg, the Troops of the Allies em- 
ploy’d in that Siege will march to befiege Traerbach 
on the Mofelle ; and that according to the laft Ad- 
vices from Wezel, she Governour of Gelder per-— 
ceiving Preparations are made to Bombard that Place, ‘ 
has offer'd to.yield it up on certain Cnditions which 
he has fent to the King of Pruffia. 

From the Rotterdam Gazette, dated Sept. 17. 

Letters from Frankfort of the 12th tell us they 
had News from Vienna that the King of the Romans 
is very ill, and that ’tis fear’d he will have the Small 
Pox. Thefe Letters vary concerning the Prince of 
Baden, fome fay he is encamp’d in the Lechfele near 
Ausburg; others that he is march’d towards Munich; | 
Bnt all agree that he has put a ftrong Garrifon into 
Ausburg, and that his fo doing has not a little mor- 
tified the Elector of Bavaria and the Marfhal de 
Villars. 

There are Letters of the 27th of Auguft from 
Alais which fay, that the Camifars have defeated a 
Party of 60 Men of the Regiment of Soffonnois, and 
that the Marfhal de Montrevel having refolv’d to 
encamp with his Troops in the Field, had order’d 
his Collonels to provide themfelves with Tents. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Sept. 17. 

The Advices from the Camp of the Duke of Ven- 
dome of the 27th. of laft Month, fay, that he has 
pa(s'd the Sarca with 2 Brigades of Foot anda Re- 
giment of Dragoons to take a view of the Country, 
before he advance further with his whole Army. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Sepr. 18. 

Grave, Sept. 10. On the 6th of this Month a 
French Major who was a Prifoner of War, was feiz’d 
and put under clofe Confinement, as are alfo feveral 
other Perfons who had form’d a Confpiracy to feize 
on one of the Gates of this City with the affiftance 
of other French Prifoners that are here, in order to 
deliver it up to a Detachment of the Enemy that 
was to advance to the faid Gate for that purpofe.

Thefe Letrers cefl us likewife, that 40 or 
50 of thefe People having appear’d near Vernoux in 
the Vivarez, were charg’d fo briskly by fome of the 
Country Militia, that they were obiig’d to betake 
themfelves to Hight, but 3 of them were taken and 
carried to Privas.
